According to the rumor, some refugees plan to land on Cuba, 
stage a bombardment of the U.S. Naval Base at Guantanamo, kill as massy 
Americans as possible, and trust that President Nixon would use the situation 
to demand a declaration of war against Cub| from Congress, 

The timing of such an act would be adjusted to panic Congressmen, to 
make the position of the doves and moderates untenable. It would also need 
to catch the Soviets off-balance, although some would say they have been 
Caribbean-shy since the Cuban Missile Crisis. In short, it would be a 
gamble by the refugees, the CiA, and the President. 

But the potential rewards are great. A declaration of war would turn 
all dissent into sedition, all at disruption into treason. It would 
legitimize any military escalation against '’communism'’ anywhere - Cuba, 
Indochina or Red China. It would give the President direct control over 
all those little annoyances like the economy in general and labor unions in 
particular. And it would "mobilize " the American people behind their 
President, even if his name is Nixon.
